Government needs to take action: fire authority

The Didsbury and District Fire Authority is urging 
the health ministry to wrap up its review of central¬ 
ized ambulance dispatch systems. 

“We are all concerned about the latest changes to 
dispatch ... it makes communication between firemen 
and EMS much more difficult,” said John Kohut, chair 
of the Didsbury and District Fire Authority. 

“We are looking for a resolution and hoping some¬ 
thing comes out of this current freeze the minister 
did. Until we see something, we are not sure how to 
take action.” 

Didsbury is one of 17 municipalities to have its local 
medical emergency dispatch centre switched to a cen¬ 
tral call centre in Edmonton, Calgary or Grimshaw. 

Alberta Health Services started the transfer April 1, 
2009 and was supposed to have 35 dispatch centres on 
a single system by 2012. 

But Health Minister Gene Zwozdesky put the move 
on hold last March after rural Albertan communities 


raised concern. He doesn’t plan on reversing any of 
the changes made so far but will be looking at how the 
system is working, he said. 

Sheila Rougeau, spokesperson for Alberta Health 
Services, acknowledged there has been concern and 
challenges in communities since centralizing began 
last year, but the board is trying to address it. 

“This is a big change for key stakeholders involved 
and we understand that,” she said. 

“A lot of facilities had tri-dispatches to send out 
ambulance, police and fire. We haven’t closed down 
those centres but we took out the EMS function and 
created our own." 

The separate ambulance dispatch centres are 
intended to focus on making ambulance service more 
efficient. Dispatchers will know exactly where ambu¬ 
lances are in the province and which ones to draw 
from, to get to patients faster. 

But the system doesn't seem to be working, accord¬ 
ing to the Alberta Fire Chiefs Association. 

“When we had 35 dispatch centres in the province 
we were not having the problems we are today," said 


Bill Purdy, executive director of the Alberta Fire 
Chiefs Association. 

Ambulances are being sent to the wrong rural 
addresses or fire departments get the call for assis¬ 
tance too late. Some of the “golden hours” - the key 
time to get a person stabilized in a treatment centre - 
are being wasted, he said. 

“We have separate dispatches and one doesn’t know 
what the other is doing ... all of us rural fire depart¬ 
ments are wondering what’s going on.” 

The issue is going to be brought up at the annual fire 
chief conference in Edmonton this June, where Jim 
Garland, director of dispatch for the province, will 
speak. 

Didsbury’s John Kohut has written a letter urging 
the minister to speed up the review on centralization. 

“We don’t know what the government is going to do 
with this - if they are going to make changes for the 
better or if they’ll keep things the same and prompt us 
to take some kind of action," he said. 

“And until they do something, we are just waiting, 
waiting, waiting, here on the sidelines."

ferent ministries have 
taken over the project and 
arc proposing a new type of 
centre - 100 affordable liv¬ 
ing spaces owned and oper¬ 
ated through a public-pri¬ 
vate partnership. 

Alberta Infrast met ure 
and the Ministry of Senior 
and Community Supports 
are putting up $10 million 
to be matched by a private 
company or individual, 
which has not yet been 
found for the project.

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Alberta's health minister 
guaranteed a $10 million 
continuing care facility for 
Didsbury, while on tour of 
the local hospital, last 
week. 

Though local politicians 
say they’re holding their 
elation back until they set 5 
shovels in the ground. 

“This is certainly a lot 
closer than we were a 
moment ago ... I’m more 
optimistic but still a little 
cautious. That will change 
when 1 see this project 
(started)," said Richard 
Marz, MI.A for Olds- 
Didsbury-Three Hills. 

Didsbury has been on the 
books for a (50-bed long¬ 
term care centre for the last 
decade, but was stalled 
over budget reviews and 
shuffles between health 
regions. 

In 2000, Alberta Health 
and Wellness recognized a 
need for long-term care 
beds in Didsbury but sus¬ 
pended construction as 
operational responsibility 
shuffled between health 
regions. In 2007, health offi¬ 
cials met with the town 
with plans for the location, 
layout and size for a new 
$26.5 million facility, but 
that too was put on hold as 
former health minister Ron 
Liepert called for a review 
of all in-flight capital proj¬ 
ects by the treasury board. 

Ten years later, two dif- 


As for the type of beds 
residents will access - 
Health Minister Gene 
Zwozdesky isn’t sure. 

The short answer is the 
needs in this community 
have changed, he said. 

But he also admits he’s 
not sure when an evalua¬ 
tion was done to determine 
what residents require or 
whether government has 
even taken that step yet. 

“Some of the beds are 
still going to be long-term 
care. There will be both,” 
he said, also referring to 
designated assisted living 
beds. 

“But we haven’t deter¬ 
mined the need for that 
split at this time. It’s a little 
premature to know what it 
should be ... we want to 
address flexibility of care 
so people get what they 
need, not just today but

tomorrow and well into the 
future.” 

He guarantees that what¬ 
ever beds are decided on, a 
facility will be there to 
house them. 

I understand this town 
“has been waiting a long 
time for this ... it’s been 
touch and go,” he said. 

“But I am confident this 
will go through. We have 
been very specific in terms

Beckie Nickerson, led 
Zwozdesky through the 
corridors giving him a snap¬ 
shot of health care in this 
region. He learned 40 long¬ 
term care residents share a 
single bathtub and 70 per 
cent of hospital patients 
were eligible for long -term 
care that day alone. There 
were also 10 acute care 
beds and 12 patients. 

Zwozdesky also wanted 
to know about wait times 
for emergency or long-term 
care throughout the week 
and how quickly patients 
could get from a general 
family practitioner to a spe¬ 
cialist. The answers will 
help government gauge 
how effective investments 
into health care are and 
what should be improved, 
he said. 

“I want to see what the 
needs are across Alberta 
and I can’t do that in isola¬ 
tion," he said. 

“I am very impressed 
with this facility and the 
people operating it. Staff 
seem to be happy and that 
is a very positive sign.” 


and funding and we have 
done a public announce¬ 
ment. I don’t think 
(Didsbury) has ever gotten 
a public announcement 
about this type of facility 
before.” 

Seventeen people gath¬ 
ered at the Didsbury hospi¬ 
tal to hear the official 
announcement and were 
also told more changes 
could be coming through 
the minister’s capital plan, 
which has yet to be 
released. 

Physician, Dr. Dianne 
Smith, wanted to know if 
the plan would include 
bringing back the helipad, 
temporarily shut down last 
November over safety vio¬ 
lations. 

“As a physician this is a 
real concern for me,” she 
told him. 

Zwozdesky wasn’t sure 
when the helipad would be 
opened again. 

“I just finished a 10-year 
deal with STARS for bases 
in Calgary and Edmonton 
and now Grande Prairie 
and additional needs as 


they come up. I have not 
honestly looked at the heli¬ 
pad needs across the 
province but I’m gathering 
the information and will get 
there very soon. I just don’t 
know what the crystal ball 
will yield.” 

Zwozdesky arrived in 
Didsbury, April 29, for a 
tour of the hospital, meant 
to help him develop his 
three-year capital plan but 
also allow for local politi¬ 
cians and hospital staff to 
question him about the new 
continuing care facility. 

It was the first time 
Zwozdesky visited the 
Didsbury hospital. 

A delegation of politi¬ 
cians and medical staff, 
from Mayor Brian Wittal to 
Reeve A1 Kemmere and 
Mountain View Seniors’ 
Housing CAO Alvin Melton, 
trailed behind the minister 
as he shook the hands of 
nurses and care attendants 
and spontaneously tapped 
out times on the piano for 
long-term care residents.

The key to boosting the local economy could lie under 
the hood. 

Dragster enthusiasts are looking to start Didsbury’s first 
weekend drag race, which could draw hundreds of spec¬ 
tators and racers to the community. 

It will also offer up temporary jobs to residents looking 
to provide concession, security or parking services, they 
say. 

“We’ve already got feedback from rat ers that this event 
would be a huge draw. A lot of the drag races in Alberta 
are way out there, like in Hanna, while this would be right 
between Red Deer and Calgary. It would be the perfect 
location,” said Bruce Weese, owner of Snappy’s Graphics. 

Calgary's Race City is also slated to close in two sea¬ 
sons, providing Didsbury with a chance to fill that gap for 
Central Alberta, he said. 

Mayor Brian Wittal, who is heading up a three-person 
drag race committee with Weese, sees big potential for 
economic and tourism spinoff. People travelling from the 


western provinces to participate or watch the race, could 
stay at local campsites; the event could also provide jobs 
and give not-for-profits a chance to raise dollars. 

“Not to mention this would be a fun family event. 
People come out and see some flash, speed and noise or 
take their Honda Civic or souped-up truck for a rip down 
the track," Wittal said. 

The group hopes to use runways at the Olds-Didsbury 
Airport as the track and is gearing up to win approval 
from the Mountain View County Airport Management 
Committee, May 6. They hope to at least get a tentative 
agreement to try out the sport for a year if the committee 
isn’t in favour of outright approval. 

“Drag started on old ninways so it makes sense to go 
back to the roots ... it brings back a sense of nostalgia for 
racers and it takes all the sanctioning body rigmarole out 
if it," Weese said. 

“And once we get access to the* airport we think things 
will really start to blossom.”

$44,000 respectively, raising the average tax bill by 
$71. 

Residents can also expect to see a 10 per cent 
increase in water and waste water rates, fee increas¬ 
es for recreational activities, like inline skating, con¬ 
tinued limits to snow removal and slower service. 

“You will get everything you had last year but the 
service levels may change. We have less staff so it 
could take longer for the town to do things like 
process permits and the timeline to clear streets 
could be different,” said James Reichenbacher, chief 
financial officer. 

Town officials also expect financial challenges in 
the next year brought on by community growth. Debt 
is sitting at $6 million and reserves are running at 
around $200 000 - there is little left to fix sewer lines 
and other wears and tears in town infrastructure, 
Wittal said. 

“We’ve been running on very, very limited reserves 
for many years, probably back to the time when our 
pool was first built," ho said. 

“If something needs repair or if we get a partial 
funding for a major infrastructure project, we may 
have to borrow a large chunk and make payments 
year over year. That would mean we couldn’t spend 
on other capital projects down the road." 


The wait for an official budget came to an end last 
Tuesday as council passed the bylaw, raising taxes by 
3.5 per cent and maintaining town services. 

“I think we’re comfortable with what we have in 
place now,” said Mayor Brian Wittal. 

Town councillors have warned of service cuts this 
last year as they grappled with government funding 
cuts and unexpected snow removal costs. At a budg¬ 
et meeting in February they laid all services on the 
table and considered everything from trimming back 
library funding to shutting down the pool. 

“We looked at it all from a dollars and cents per¬ 
spective rather than impact to the community. We 
were chastised by some people for doing that," Wittal 
said. 

“I’m sorry but council’s role is to consider every¬ 
thing and then make decisions about it. I think peo¬ 
ple will be happy to know we are maintaining the sta¬ 
tus quo on services.” 

The budget will be bolstered by over $3 million 
with a 3.5 per cent tax hike. Requisitions for the 
Alberta School Foundation and Mountain View 
Seniors Housing are up by about 1.3 million and

Residents' letters carry misinformation: mayor 


I would like to take this opportunity to respond to 
some of the letters of concern from citizens that have 
recently appeared in the Didsbury Review. 

1 appreciate people taking the time to write in, but it 
would really be nice if people would actually call me or 
another council member with their ideas or concerns 
first, so we can separate fact from rumour and discuss 
the issue openly. 

My concern is the misinformation and inaccurate 
statements that are being made in some of these letters 
that residents then read, which just perpetuates the 
problem of inaccurate information circulat ing around an 
issue. 

Mr. Ed Smith (Taxpayers deserve more input on new 
projects - April 27, 2010) asks why we didn’t trade lands 
with the school district; well here is the answer: 

Under provincial legislation towns are required to put 
a certain amount of land aside from new development 
for futures schools to be built on and those lands are to 
be gifted to the school division. Towns do not have the 
ability to negotiate or trade these lands. 

So why did the town buy the old school lands? 

Town council felt that this piece of property was vital 
to the future downtown growth and development of 
Didsbury, so for that reason felt that purchasing that 
property was the right thing to do on behalf of all resi¬ 
dents. 

Council did look at building a seniors' complex on that 
property and were negotiating with a developer to do so 
but the costs and the terms of the agreement were not 
something that council was prepared to move forward 
with at taxpayers’ expense. 

I would hope if the company that Mr. Smith refers to 
was serious about building such a facility that they 
would have contacted the town directly to inquire about 
doing a project in our community and would not have 
left it up to Mr. Smith to act as intermediary for them. 
The town will always consider new proposals for the 
property but we have not had anyone come forward 
with any in the last year. This property was NOT pur¬ 
chased with the intent of building a new town hall or fire 
hall as Mr. Smith suggests. Those were some ideas that 


have been proposed by council, staff and/or residents in 
general discussions, but nothing has ever been decided 
as of yet. 

Currently council is exploring the possibilities of build¬ 
ing a new library on part of those lands. We are doing 
some preliminary designs and costing so that we have 
the documentation necessary to be able to apply for 
provincial grant funding to see if we can ever afford to 
do this project. 

In the future (10-15 years) there would still be room to 
build a new administrative building, if the council of the 
day and residents think that is a good idea. That is called 
planning for the future and I won’t apologize for looking 
ahead and keeping our options open for future growth 
and development in Didsbury. 

Council is also looking at the possibility of selling a 
portion of this property for development if a proposal 
should come forward that meets with council’s vision for 
this area. 

As for the purchasing of airplane tickets to Japan; 
Those tickets were purchased using the Avion points 
that have been collected on the Town of Didsbury credit 
card over the past couple of years so there was no cash 
outlay used for the purchase of those tickets. The pur¬ 
pose of the trip was not a holiday as Mr. Smith stated. 
The student exchange program takes a lot of time to 
organize and requires a town employee to go on the trip 
to ensure everything goes according to plan and to han¬ 
dle issues when and if they do arise. Mr. Brown and I 
went with the intent of holding meetings with local busi¬ 
ness people of Miki Town to see what kind of business 
trade we could possibly start up between our two com¬ 
munities that would benefit both our economies. We 
came back with a number of potential opportunities and 
one business proposal already from these meetings as 
well as a commitment from a group of Miki Town busi¬ 
nessmen to visit Didsbury next year to further explore 
potential business opportunities here. Again 1 believe it 
was a great investment for the future growth of 
Didsbury. 

In regards to Mr. Smith’s concern that taxpayers do not 
have more say in new projects: 


I would take exception to that comment. 

Council and administration are tasked with coming up 
with the ideas and concepts and putting detail to those 
ideas so that we can then take them out to the residents 
for input before a major project moves forward. That is 
how it has worked before and will continue to work in 
the future as long as I have a say in the matter. 

The members of town council and administration are 
working hard to do what is in the best interest of the 
Town of Didsbury and its residents for today and for the 
future. That may require making changes that some may 
not like, but it is done based on what we believe is need¬ 
ed to help Didsbury prosper into the future. 

You, the residents, elected the seven members of coun¬ 
cil to represent you and make decisions on your behalf, 
and this goes right back to my opening comments. If you 
have ideas or concerns, come and talk to one of us so 
we can deal with the problem directly or take your ideas 
forward instead of complaining about it at the coffee 
shop and t hen demanding a meeting to discuss your 
issues. Councillors are available and willing to meet with 
residents to discuss any and all issues, but it seems that 
most prefer not to talk to us directly but rather listen to 
the coffee rumours and accept those as fact and then 
add their own facts to the rumours and on it goes. 

Please take the time to talk to your council members 
so that we can get a better idea of what it is you are 
expecting and wanting to see for the future of our town. 
Council’s responsibility is to make decisions on many 
different issues and we will do that based on information 
that we have at the time.

Passion for cars keeps Didsbury man collecting

Two-dozen vintage cars 
are lined up in Don 
McMullen’s garage in neat 
rows, like matchsticks, 
ready to be fired up. 

A few could be taken 
for a spin during this 
weekend’s show n' shine. 

The 82-year-old 

Didsbury collector has 
been restoring vintage 
cars and trucks for the 
last 30 years, infected 
with what his wife calls, 
“the old car disease." 

“Once you have it, it 
sticks with you ... but, if 
this disease makes my 
husband happy then it 
makes me happy,” she 
said. 

And who is she to com¬ 
plain? 

Her husband’s passion 
for cars has her driving a 
1006 Chevy Camaro.

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Security switcheroo 

Alberta Health Services keeps guards on site

Residents will see two 
outsoureed security guards 
take up patrol at the 
Didsbury Hospital this 
month, as Alberta Health 
Services flips on its deci¬ 
sion to have roving units. 

Alberta Health Services 
CEO I)r. Stephen Duckett 
delivered the news to 
Didsbury employees at a 
private meeting, April 2.‘1. 

“1 knew nothing about 
this but 1 think it’s great ... 
absolutely better than rov¬ 
ing patrols. 1 think every¬ 
one believes that," said 
Sherry Tschritter, 

Didsbury’s chair of general 
support staff for the 
Alberta Union of Provincial 
Employees. 

Last December, the med¬ 
ical superboard announced 
200 positions would be 
lost, with 100 absorbed by 
contract workers. Two full¬ 
time guard positions were 
to be eliminated at the 
Didsbury hospital. 

The move came after a 
provincewide review of 
security services that 
showed 40 per cent of hos¬ 
pitals were making do 
without protective services 
while others had more per¬ 
sonnel than needed. 

To even out resources, 
Alberta Health Services 
came up with a new model 


that would involve a mix of 
peace officers and contract 
workers in many of 
Alberta’s urban centres and 
mobile patrol units in rural 
communities.

Didsbury and 38 hospi¬ 
tals similar in size were 
supposed to get the mobile 
model, which would give 
facilities twice-weekly 
patrols. Nine of those hos¬ 
pitals were to have in- 
house security cut while 
the rest have always done 
without. 

“We still feel confidence 
that our logic is sound ... 
however we received a lot 
of community feedback 
and staff feedback about 
these changes so we’re tak¬ 
ing a pause,” said Tony 


Weeks, executive director 
of AHS protective services 
and parking. 

“All those rurals that 
were going to lose security 
will now have it, with the 
exception it will now be 
contracted security instead 
of in-house.” 

Sites that have always 
done without protective 
services will still get the 
roving patrols. 

According to Weeks the 
original plan was supposed 
to save about $6 million for 
AHS. It’s unknown how 
much AHS will save now 
with the recent change but 
“certainly not close to six 
million.” 

The province will be 
reviewing how often con¬ 
tracted guards are used at 
local hospitals and could 
eventually take the guards 
off site and move, again, 
towards roving patrols. 

The Paladin Security 
Group will be providing 
contract security to the 
province. 

Glen Scott, vice-presi¬ 
dent for AUPE in the 
Calgary area, said the move 
is “bittersweet.” 

“It’s good news for those 
working in the institutions 
... but we are still moving 
towards the privatization 
of services,” he said. 

“And at the end of the 
day employees in Didsbury 
are still worried they’ll lose 
their jobs to more 
changes."

Drivers cautious during snowstorm 


Only in Alberta will you be barbecuing in shorts one 
day and then missing work a few days after because 
your car is snowed in. With the weather taking a turn 
for the worse, the fire ban has been lifted and any 
small chance of having a grass fire has gone out the 
window. For the month of April there have been five 
motor vehicle collisions, two fires, three 
medical related, and a few alarms includ¬ 
ing a gas odour and carbon monoxide 
detectors going off. In past years the 
month of April is usually a busy time for 
us when farmers burn old stacks of straw 
or garbage and it gets out of hand and 
spreads. But for this April, it has been 
oddly quiet, almost the calm before the 
storm. That’s if the two blizzards that kept 
us busy don’t count. 

On April 29, when the second spring 
blizzard rolled in, the fire departments 
from Carstairs to Olds were kept busy 
with numerous calls ranging from a 
downed power line in Didsbury to a light 
pole on fire in Olds. The difference 
between this storm and the previous one 
was that everyone seemed more prepared for this one. 
When I reviewed the details of the calls for that day, I 
have yet to find an MVC in our area which means peo¬ 
ple are more careful and taking their time to get to 
their destination.

to mind is during the first storm at the beginning of the 
month. I was assigned to the tanker truck and with all 
others responding to calls on the highway we made our 
way to join them. We didn’t even make it halfway to the 
Didsbury overpass before coming across an accident. 
A family not familiar with the area had stopped to 
check a map when a semi driver that 
could barely see five feet in front of him 
collided with the SUV, propelling it into 
the ditch. No one involved was injured 
but the semi had a punctured radiator, 
causing a massive antifreeze leak. After 
directing traffic for an hour we cleaned 
up and came home. 

The past weekend and upcoming one 
the Didsbury Fire Department is hosting 
a training course which will deal with 
ladders, ventilation, emergency scene 
lighting and forcible lighting. Many 
departments from the surrounding area 
have sent members to take the course to 
further their knowledge.

The town will be 
responsible for the 
upkeep, as it is for the 
Didsbury Train Station, 
while the society focuses 
on programming.

roof. We have the contacts 
to get grants or hire con¬ 
tracts so we can take care 
of that.” 

Having town-run facili¬ 
ties is nothing new. In 
fact, Didsbury is one of 
the few museums run 
independently as other 
museums are absorbed 
into the Towns of Olds, 
Sundre, Carstairs and 
Bowden. 

The Didsbury and 
District Historical Society 
has been operating the 
museum for 32 years and 
purchased the building 
from Chinook’s Edge in 
2007. 

Kelly expects if the his¬ 
toric society board agrees 
to new ownership, there 
will be little impact on the 
museum. The building is 
protected as a historical 
resource and can’t be 
changed unless the town 
gets permission from the 
federal government. The 
society would also ask for 
documentation ensuring a 
home for the society and 
its work inside the build¬ 
ing. 

“I really think this could 
be a win-win for everyone. 
The town maintains the 
museum and gets us our 
grants and we focus on 
getting people into the 
museum," Kelly said. 

The Didsbury and 
District Historical Society 
will decide whether to go 
forward with discussions 
of new ownership at a 
meeting, May 19.

Merle Viola Siebert was born March 24. 1917 on 
the homestead of her father. Ezra Siebert and his 
wife the former Sarah Tracksell.She was their 
only living child as their boy and girl twins born 
two years earlier had died w ithin weeks of birth. 
She attended Siebertville School, named after her 
many relatives who had settled in the area. This 
school incidentally still stands in a dilapidated 
state on property she owns. Her mother passed 
away when Merle was only 9 years old and for a 
time she lived with Rose & Hd Rieder, her aunt & 
uncle. Later she returned to live full time with 
her father, helping him w ith the cooking and farm 
work Her father died when Merle was 20 years 
old and she stayed on the farm raising cattle and 
managing most of the farm work by herself. She 
rented out the cropland. Two uncles made their 
home at her place, first John, and later Milt 
Trackscll. She also boarded four successive 
school teachers who taught at the Siebertville 
school. She belonged to the Lone Pine Women's 
Institute, the Midway Curling Club. Midway 
United Church, and although she never had any 
children of her own. she faithfully attended the 
Midway Home & School meetings, and was gen¬ 
erally very active in the community. Merle 
moved into Didsbury in 1988 after having lived 
on her father's homestead for 70 years. She had 
collected a huge amount of possessions after all 
these years so it was no easy task to get her 
moved. Merle suffered with a crippling Arthritis 
condition and was bedridden in her later years, 
first at home and later in Unit I of the Didsbury 
Hospital, where she passed away on April 22. 
2010 at the age of 93 years.
